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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 1-2, 6-8, 10-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over US Patent No.4836373 to Goldman or US Patent NO. 5084028 to 

Kennedy et al. or US Patent No.5469964 to Bailey in view of US Patent No.5183156 

Bruno or US Patent No.5067223 to Bruno. 

Bailey, Kennedy an Goldman all teach teaches a syringe device with a cap holding 
section for supposing and holding therein a cap, which covered, a needle position at the 
extreme end of a syringe barrel. Having a plurality of members having thickness 
corresponding to cap lengths, and being positioned at an extreme end portion of the cap 
holding section. 

However they do not teach a needle separating section for separating the needle 
from the barrel. Bruno teaches needle-separating sections. 
Therefore it would have been obvious to one having ordinarily skill in the art to have 
combined these inventions because needle separating sections are very common in the 
art and to combined them would allow one device to be carried instead of having to 
carry multiple devices which the caregiver could potentially forget. 
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Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 12-3-2003 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2. 5-8, 10-11 has been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

3. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
